Claim 43 - A method of u&ng a facsimile machine as a scanner or printer for a personal 
mputer, each of the facsimile machine and personal computer for communicating using 
ephone types of circuits, comprising the steps of: 

(a) Configuring the facsimite machine to communicate with the personal computer usin 
the facsimile machine, and isolated from the active telephone network, 

(b) arranging the facsimile machine to be in a simulated off -hook condition, or 
connection mode; and 

(c) shifting the personal computer \p an off -hook condition, or connection mode for 
sending or receiving signals in facsimile formats. 
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
